ized by a two third’s vote of the tax-payers in the district to assess 
and collect taxes for building school houses and, also for the pay- 
ment of qualified teachers, there are*but few distriéts which oper- 
ate in accordance with this provision; nearly all the school houses 
in the Territory have been built by the voluntary liberal donations 
of the citizens, and the teachers have almost invariably been 
dependent on the tuition fees obtained from their pupils.
